riio  peculiar  cituotion  which  exist*  in  respect  to  Canada's  fuel  supply,  vi«.:  Tuut 
notwithstanding  the  enormoua  resources  which  Canada  possesses  in  coal,  over  M)  per 
cent  of  our  consumption  is  imported  from  the  United  States,  hat  been  pointed  out  and 
explained  annually  in  these  reports.  The  Canadion  conl-ficlda  are  situated  in  the 
•  extreme  eaat  and  In  the  weatem  provlncee.  while  the  great  central  Provlncea  of 
Ontario  and  Quebec,  the  chief  centres  of  population,  are  more  easily  and  economically 
supplied  with  coal  from  the  nearer  coal-fields  of  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio.  Further, 
there  la  no  anthracite  coal  in  eaatem  Canada  and  we  have  grown  dependent  upon 
the  anthracite  output  of  Pennaylvania  for  that  most  desi  -able  of  the  domestic  fuels, 
which  ia  not  only  the  chief  domeatic,  or  house  fuel  In  Manitoba.  OnUrlo,  and  Quebec, 
but  is  imported  even  into  our  eastern  coal  districts. 

Such  a  condition  of  international  trade  attracts  little  attention  during  normal 
♦imes.  and  It  is  only  under  conditions  such  as  those  that  have  been  brought  about  by 
the  great  war  that  the  importance  of  the  situation  and  ita  possibllltiea  are  realiied. 
In  round  numbers  Canada  produced  during  1017  about  14  million  tonr  o."  coal,  oi 
which  1-7  million  tons  were  exported,  and  imported  15-5  million  tone  of  V^t  mlnont 
coal  and  5-8  million  tons  of  anthracite.  During  the  previous  year,  1916,  we  produced 
In  round  numbers  14-6  million  tons,  exported  1-7  million  tons,  and  imported  18  millio'i 
tons  of  bituminous  coal,  and  4-5  million  tons  of  anthracite,  thus,  while  production 
fell  off.  the  imports  were  considerably  increased. 

The  total  consumption  of  coal  in  1917  was  33,123,786  tons,  as  compared  with 
20,S6i,856  tons  In  1916,  and  23,906,«l»2  tons  in  1915.

Exports  of  Canadian  Coal. 

Statistics  of  the  exports  of  coal  according  to  the  records  of  the  Department  of 
Customs  are  given  in  the  following  tables.  The  exports  of  Canadian  coal  in  1917 
were  1,733,156  tons  valued  at  $7,387,192,  or  an  average  of  $4.26  per  ton,  as  compared 
with  exports  in  1916  of  2,135,359  tons,  valued  at  $7,099,387.  or  an  average  of  $3.83  per 
ton.  Besides  Canadian  coal  exported  there  is  also  a  small  export  of  coal  not  the  pro- 
duce of  Canada.

Imports  of  Coal. 

The  total  imports  of  coal  of  all  c-lnssos  in  1917  "entered  for  consumption"  as 
per  the  published  rci>oTt$  of  the  Department  of  Customs,  were  20,857,460  tons  valued 
at  $70,562,357,  as  compared  with  the  total  imports  in  1916  of  17,580,608  tons  valued 
at  $30,289,666. 

Imports  of  coal  into  Canada  are  subdivided  into  three  classes  as  follows :  Anthra- 
cite, including  anthracite  dust;  bitumimous,  round  and  run-of-mine;  and  bitumin- 
ous slack  such  as  will  pass  through  a  J-inch  screen. 

The  imports  of  anthracite  in  1917  were  5,320,198  tons  valued  at  $28,109,586  or  an 
average  of  $5.28  per  tan.  exceed:  ?:  by  749,383  tons,  or  16-4  per  cent' the  imports  in 
1916,  which  were  4,570,815  tons  valued  at  $22,216,363  or  an  average  o'.  UM  per  ton. 
The  imports  of  bituminous  coal  of  all  classes  were  15,537,262  tons  valued  at  $42,452,771, 
as  against  imports  of  13,009,788  tons  valued  at  $16,073,303  in  1916.  The  increase  in 
bituminous  imports  of  1917  over  those  of  1910,  was  thus  2,527,474  tons,  or  over  19 
per  cent.  . 

The  bitur-iinous  imports  in  1917  included :  bituminous,  round,  and  run-of-mine, 
12.407,4^  i  tons  valued  at  $.'!3,712,894,  or  an  average  of  $2.72  per  ton,  and  bituminous 
slack,  3,129,776  tons,  valued  at  $8,739,877.  or  an  average  of  $2.79  per  ton.  The  value 
per  ton  of  the  inserts  during  1916  of  bituminous,  round,  and  run-of-mine  coal  aver- 
aged $1.30  per  ton  and  of  bituminous  slack  $1.06  per  ton.  There  was,  therefore,  not 
only  u  very  large  increase  in  the  imports  of  coal  but  the  average  price  was  more  than 
double  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  record  of  the  exports  of  bituminous  coal  to  Canada  as  p\iMished  in  the 
Reports  of  Trade  and  Navigation  at  Washington  differs  in  some  years  considerably 
from  the  Canadian  record,  in  partial  explanation  of  which  it  sh-  uld  be  noted  that  the 
Canadian  record  represents  coal  "  entered  for  home  consumption  ".  This  entry  may 
be  deferred  several  months  from  the  actual  time  of  import,  thus  causing  a  difference 
in  the  monthly  and  yearly  record.  Furthenrjre,  it  is  understood  that  the  United 
States  record  includes  a  certain  amount  of  coal  used  for  bunkering  lake  steamers 
which  would  uut  be  included  as  an  import  into  Canada.  The  United  States  record 
shows  exports  of  bituminous  coal  to  Canada  during  the  twelve  months  ending  Decem- 
ber, 1917,  of  18,206,727  short  tons,  as  against  13,260,181  tons  in  1916 ;  9.356,889  tons  in 
191J.;  10,271,400  tons  in  1914,  and  15,115,733  tons  in  1913.

In  1917  bituminous  coal  oontributod  Ui-i  ptr  cont  of  the  total  production,  lignitj 
51.3  per  cent,  and  anthracite  2-3  per  (?ent. 

The  total  production  of  coal  in  Alberta  in  1917  was  the  highest  recorded  for  the 
Province  and  amounted  to  4,736,.108  tons  valued  at  $14,153,686,  or  an  average  of  $2.99 
per  ton,  compared  with  a  production  in  1910  of  4,559,054  tons  valued  at  $11,386,577, 
or  an  average  of  $2.50  per  ton. 

There  are  many  small  operators  in  the  Province,  the  number  of  names  on  the  list 
being  over  300.  In  1917  there  were  52  compania*  reporting  a  production  in  excess 
of  10,000  tons  and  the  aggregate  production  by  these  firms  was  96-1  per  cent  of  the 
total  for  the  Province.  Thirteen  of  these  companies  reported  a  producticn  exceeding 
100,000  tons  each,  the  largest  operators  being  the  West  Canadian  Collieries,  Ltd.,  with 
476,082  tons  from  Bellevue  and  (ireenhill  ce'lieries;  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
with  a  total  of  4.33,728  tons  from  Bankhead  and  Lethbridge;  and  tho  North  American 
Collieries,  Ltd.,  with  384,807  tons  fn  .i  Lovettville,  Coalhurst,  Evansburg,  Dodds, 
and  Drumheller. 

Of  the  total  production  4,321,561  tons  were  reported  as  sales  including  4.231,325 
tons  sold  for  consumption  in  Canada;  90,239  tons  sold  for  exiwrt  to  Tnitf^d  States; 
414,804  tons  were  used  by  producers  including  102,609  tons  charged  to  coke  ovens, 
and  312,195  tons  used  for  colliery  operation  and  by  workmen.

Britiih  Colnmbia. 

The  production  of  coal  in  British  Columbia  in  1917  was  -2,433,888  tons,  ai  oom- 
pared  with  2,884,061  tons  in  1»16,  a  decrease  of  150.173  tons,  or  8  9  per  cent. 

Of  the  total  production  in  1917,  1,9^,944  ton«  were  reported  as  tales,  including 
1,046,020  tons  sold  for  consumption  in  Canada ;  845,128  tons  sold  for  export  to  United 
States,  and  42,796  tons  sold  for  export  to  other  countries ;  499,944  tona  were  uaed  by 
producers,  including  378,590  tons  for  makinft  coke  and  221,854  tons  for  the  operation 
of  collieries  and  by  workmen.  The  production  and  distribution  of  the  collierioo  on 
Vancouver  island  of  the  Crowanest  district,  and  of  the  interior  at  Nicola  and  Prince- 
ton, are  shown  separately  in  the  follow  iner  tables. 

The  three  largest  operators  in  the  Province  were:  The  Crows  Nest  Pass  Coal 
Company,  with  a  total  production  of  504,762  tons;  the  Canadian  CoUierieo  (Duna- 
muir).  Limited,  with  690,111  tons,  and  the  Western  Fuel  Company,  with  714,533  tons. 
These  three  companies  contributed  78-5  per  cent  of  the  Province's  production.

The  Nova  Scotia  coke  was  made  at  Sydney  and  Sydney  Mines,  the  ovens  formerly 
operated  at  Westville  being  idle  throughout  the  year. 

In  Ontario  the  production  came  from  the  Algoma  St^el  Corporation  plant  at 
Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

In  Alberta  the  coke  oven  plants  at  Lille  and  Passburg  were  idle,  while  the  plant 
at  Coleman  was  operated  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 

In  British  Columbia  coke  was  madn  by  the  Crows  Nest  Pass  Coal  Company  at 
Fernie  and  Michel,  and  by  the  Canadian  Collieries  (Dunsmuir),  Ltd.,  at  Union  Bay. 

The  coke  production  of  the  eastern  provinces  is  used  almost  entirely  in  the  iron 
and  steel  industry,  while  that  of  the  western  provinces  i.s  used  chiefly  by  the  copper 
and  lead  smelters,  finding  a  market  in  the  I'nited  States  as  well  as  in  Canada. 
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Coke  Oven  By-produoti. 

The  coke  oven  plants  of  the  Dominion  Iron  and  Steel  ConJi)any  at  Sydney,  and 
the  Algozna  Steel  Corporation  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  are  by-product  iplanta,  and  the 
recoveries  of  coke  oven  by-products  in  1017  included  8,277,078  gallons  of  tar;  0,941 
tons  of  sulphate  of  ammonia,  together  with  important  quantities  of  benzol,  toluol, 
and  solvent  naphtha  and  naphthalene.

The  imports  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  in  1317  are  reported  aa  566,960  pounds, 
valued  at  $26,062  as  against  imports  in  t!il6  of  293,096  pounds,  valued  at  $9,672,  and 
imports  in  1915  of  503,158  pounds,  valued  at  $14,637,  and  imports  in  1914  i  I  763,597 
pounds,  valued  at  $21,335. 

Exports  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  during  the  nino  months  ending  December  31, 
1917,  were  8,047  tons,  valued  at  $693,377. 

The  export  during  the  previous  years  has  not  been  separately  recorded. 
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British  Columbia. 

The  production  of  coal,  in  British  Columbia  in  1916  was  2,584,061 
tons  as  compared  with  2,065,613  tons  in  1915,  an  increase  of  518,448  tons, 
or  25  per  cent. 

Of  the  total  pro<iuction  in  1916,  1,904,092  tons  were  reported  as  ^alcs 
including  958,761  tons  sold  for  consumption  in  Canada;  938,425  tons  sold 
for  export  to  the  United  States,  and  6,906  tons  sold  for  ex|)ort  to  other 
countries;  679,969  tons  were  used  by  producers  including  450,066  tons  for 
making  coke  and  229,903  tons  for  the  operation  of  collieries  and  for  workmen. 

The  production  of  collieries  on  Vancouver  Inland,  was  1,472,970  tons, 
of  which  770,869  tons  were  sod  for  consrmjjtion  in  Canada;  498,672  tons 
for  export  to  the  United  Stales  and  6.906  ions  for  export  to  other  countries, 
55,436  tons  were  used  in  the  coke  ovens  at  Comox,  and  141,087  tons  were 
used  in  the  operation  of  collieries  and  by  workmen,  Vancouver  Island 
collieries  produced  57  per  cent  of  the  protluction  of  the  Province,  while 
compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  of  464,502  tons  or 
about  46  per  cent. 

The  production  in  the  Crowsnest  district  was  988,188  tons  of  which 
84,357  tons  were  sold  for  consumption  in  Canada,  and  433,387  tons  for 
export  to  the  United  States;  394,230  tons  were  used  for  making  coke,  and 
76,214  tons  were  used  in  the  operation  of  collieries  and  by  workmen.  This 
district  contributed  38-2  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1916,  and  the  production 
exceeded  that  of  1915  by  36,899  tons. 

The  production  of  Nicola  and  Princeton,  etc.,  was  122,903  tons,  of 
which  103,535  ton>.  were  sold  for  consumption  in  Canada,  and  6,366  tons 
for  export  to  the  United  States;  and  12,602  tons  were  used  in  the  operation 
of  collieries  and  by  workmen.  These  areas  contributed  about  5  per  cent 
of  the  total,  and  the  production  showed  an  increase  of  17,047  tons,  as  com- 
pared with  1915. 

The  three  largest  operators  were  the  Crow's  Nest  Pass  Coal  Company 
with  910,886  tons,  the  Canadian  Collieries  (Dunsmuir),  Limited,  with 
616,112  tons,  and  the  Western  Fuel  Company  with  625,562  tons.  These 
three  companies  contributed  over  83  per  cent  of  the  Province's  production.

It  will  be  noted  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  Yukon,  the  western 
provinces  and  also  New  Brunswick,  have  made  substantial  increases  in 
production  in  1916,  whereas  Nova  Scotia  has  shown  a  falling  off.  The 
proportion  of  the  total  production  contributed  by  the  different  provinces 
therefore  shows  some  variations  from   the  previous  years.     Nova  Scotia 


with  a  production  of  6,912,140  tons,  a  decrease  of  over  7  per  cent,  is  Htill 
the  largest  prtHJucer, Iwing  credited  with  47-7  percent  of  the  total,  as  against 
56  2  per  cent  in  1915.  Alberta,  with  an  increase  of  1,198,236  tons  over  the 
1915  proiluction  (equivalent  to  35-6  jx-r  cent)  is  again  the  second  hirgest 
producer  with  31-5  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  British  CVdumbia  pro<luction 
increased  Sy  518,448  tons,  or  25  per  cent  ami  amounted  to  17-8  per  cent 
of  the  total.  Sa.skatchewan  with  an  increase  of  41,193  tons,  or  17  2  per 
cent  contributed  only  1-9  p<>r  cent  of  the  total,  and  New  Brunswick  and  the 
Yukon  each  less  than  one  per  cent. 

The  relative  importance  of  the  different  provinces  as  coal  prfKJucers 
for  a  numln-r  of  years  past  is  shown  in  the  next  table,  in  which  is  set  forth 
the  proixirtional  contribution  of  each  province  to  the  total  tonnage  of  coal 
protluced  in  Canada.  For  the  first  time  the  coal-fields  on  the  Atlantic 
sea-board  have  produced  less  than  half  the  total,  although  from  1910  to 
1915  the  combined  production  of  the  western  provinces  has  Ix-en  only  a 
little  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  total.

The  production  and  distribution  of  ccal  mined,  by  provinces,  during 
1915  and  1916,  is  shown  in  the  following  tables.  The  total  sales  for  con- 
sumption in  Canada  during  1916  were  10,701,530  tons,  an  increase  of 
874,818  tons  over  1915.  The  sales  for  export  to  the  United  States  were 
1,451,075  tons,  an  increase  of  120,357  tons  over  1915,  and  the  sales  to  other 
countries  were  284,513  tons,  a  falling  off  of  12,830  tons  from  1915.  The 
total  sales  of  Canadian  coal  we-e  12,437,118  tons,  as  against  11,454,773 
tons  in  1915.  The  quantity  used  by  colliery  operators  in  the  manufacture 
of  coke,  steel  or  brick,  etc.,  was  804,814  tons,  while  1,241,463  tons  were  used 
in  the  operation  of  collieries  and  by  workmen,  both  in  excess  of  the  quuntities 
similarly  used  during  the  previous  year.  The  total  stocks  reported  at  the 
end  of  December  r/ere  78,702  tons,  as  against  stocks  at  December  31, 
1915,  of  171,205  tons  and  stocks  at  the  end  of  December,  1913,  of  500,477 
tons.

The  accompanying  statistics  cover  only  the  production  of  coke  in 
by-product  and  Beehive  coke  oven  plants  and  do  not  include  retort  coke 
recovered  by  gas  companies. 

Both  domestic  and  imported  coal  are  used  in  the  manufacture  of  coke 
in  Canadian  coke  oven  plants. 

In  1916,  1,501,835  tons  of  domestic,  and  633,076  tons  of  imported  coal 
were  charged  to  coke  ovens  from  which  was  obtained  an  output  of  1,448,782 
tons  of  coke,  thus  averaging  0-679  tons  of  coke  per  ton  of  coal  charged. 
Coke  from  by-product  ovens  comprised  69  per  cent  of  the  total. 

In  1915,  1,425,172  tons  of  domestic  and  431,221  tons  of  imported  coal 
were  charged  to  coke  ovens  from  which  was  obtained  an  output  of  1,200,766 
tons  of  coke,  thus  averaging  0-647  tons  of  coke  per  ton  of  coal  charged. 
Coke  from  by-product  ovens  comprised  66  per  cent  of  the  total. 

In  1914,  1,038,235  tons  of  domestic,  and  503,312  tons  of  imported 
coal  were  used  to  produce  an  output  of  1,015,253  tons  of  coke,  showing  a 
return  of  0-658  tons  of  coke  per  ton  of  coal  charged.  Coke  from  by-pro- 
duct ovens  comprised  67  per  cent  of  the  total. 

The  amount  of  coke  sold  or  used  by  coke  producersin  1916  was  1,469,741 
tons  as  compared  with  1,170,473  tons  in  1915,  an  increase  of  299,268  tons 
or  over  25  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  the  tonnage  sold  or  used  by  producers  there  was  imported 
during  1916,  757,116  tons  of  coke,  while  the  exports  totalled  48,539  tons. 
The  Canadian  consumption  for  1916  was  therefore  2,178,318  tons,  an 
increase  of  405,857  tons  or  nearly  23  per  cent  over  the  consumption  in  1915. 
The  consumption  of  oven  coke  during  recent  years   has  been  as  follows 
1,285,228  tons  in  1908;    1,449,369  tons  in  1909;    1,581,832  tons  in  1910 
1,677,188  tons  in  1911;     1,981,832  tons  in  1912;   2,186,170  tons  in  1913 
1,509,068  tons  in  1914,  and  1,772,461  tons  in  1915.

In  Ontario  the  pnxlu.tioi,  came  from  the  Algom.:  leel  Corporation's 
plant  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

In  Alberta  the  plants  at  l.ille  and  Passburg  were  i.ll.-,  while  one  plant 
at  Coleman  was  in  operation  jtart  of  the  >ear. 

In  British  Colunbia  coke  was  made  bv  the  Cnnvs  Nest  Pass  Coal 
Company  at  Fernie  and  Michel  and  by  the  Canadian  {oliieries  (Dunsmuir) 
Limited  at  Union  Bay. 

The  coke  production  ..f  the  eastern  provinces  is  u.std  almost  entirely 
in  the  iron  and  steel  intlustry,  while  that  of  the  western  provinces  is  used 
chiefly  by  the  copper  and  lead  smelters,  finding  a  market  in  the  United 
States  as  well  as  in  Canada. 

In  Nova  Scotia  at  the  close  of  1910  there  were  697  ovens  in  operation 
and  109  idle.  The  ovens  formerly  operated  at  Stellarton  (45)  and  London- 
derry (97)  are  not  included  amongst  those  idle,  being  regarded  as  abandoned. 
The  Dominion  Iron  and  Steel  Company  had  547  of  its  620  o\  ens  in  operation 
All  these  ovens  are  of  the  Otto-Hoffman  by-product  type,  from  which  are 
recovered  Iv,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  and  gas,.  The  gas  is  usetl  in  the 
company's  steel  plant  operati.jns.  and  the  sulphate  of  ammonia  in  the 
crystallized  state  is  disposed  of  to  the  trade.  The  crude  tar  is  sold  to  the 
Dominion  Tar  and  Chemical  Compan>-,  who  have  a  plant  close  at  hand  for 
the  separation  of  a  variety  of  coal--  -ducts.  All  the  ovens  of  the  Nova 
Scotia  Steel  and  Coal  Company  wei  ^oration  at  the  dose  of  the  year 

The  surplus  gas  from  the  Bauer  ovens  ed  for  the  pro<luction  of  steam 

for  the  power  generating  plant. 

In  Ontario  the  Algoma  Steel  Company's  Koppers  Regenerative 
By-product  ovens,  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  reported  now  as  numbering  104 
in  place  of  110,  as  formerly,  were  in  operation  most  of  the  year,  none  being 
idle  on  December  31.  At  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  plant,  crude  tar.  crystal- 
lized sulphate  of  ammonia,  and  gas  are  recovered.  Benzol,  toluol,  and  other 
hydro-carbons  were  recovered  by  the  Toronto  Chemical  Company,  a  branch 
of  the  Dominion  Tar  and  Chemical  Co  The  latter  compan\'  also  takes 
the-tar.  which  is  treated  for  the  separation  of  coal-tar  products. 

In  Alberta,  all  of  the  Western  Canadian  Collieries'  50  Bernard  ovens 
at  Lille,  all  of  the  Leitch  Collieries'  101  Mitchell  rectangular  ovens  at 
Passburg,  and  some  of  the  International  Coal  ard  Coke  Comr)any's  216 
Beehive  ovens  at  Coleman,  were  idle  throughout  the  year.  The  lattier 
company  had  120  ovens  in  operation  on  December  31. 

In  British  Columbia  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Crow's  Nest  Pass 
Coal  Company  had  only  24  of  its  454  Beehive  ovens,  at  Fernie,  idle,  and  30 
of  its  486  at  Michel,  idle;  its  240  Beehive  oxens  at  Carbonade  have  been 
idle  for  some  years  and  are  now  regarded  as  permanently  abandoned. 
The  240  Beehive  r.vcns  at    Hosmer  wore  idle  throughout  the  year      On 
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Vancouver  island  the  Canadian  Collieries  (Dunsmuir),  Limited,  in  1915 
rebuilt  and  placed  in  operation  100  ovens  at  Union  Bay,  and  all  were  in 
operation  at  the  end  of  1916. 

The  exports  of  coke  in  1915,  as  per  Customs  record,  were  48,539  tons, 
principally  from  British  Columbia,  as  against  exports  in  1915  of  35,869 
tons. 

Coke  Oven  By-Products. 

Coke  oven  by-products  were  recovered  at  Sydney,  N.S.,  and  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,  Ont.  The  1916  recoveries  included  9,012,202  gallons  of  tar; 
11,040  tons  of  sulphate  of  ammonia,  together  with  important  quantities  of 
benzol,  toluol,  and  solvent  naphtlias.  In  1915  the  recoveries  were  7,365.931 
gallons  of  tar,  and  10,448  tons  of  sulphate  of  ammonia.

The  imports  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  in  1916  are  reported  as  293,096 
pounds  valued  at  §9,672.  as  against  imports  in  1915  of  503,158  pounds, 
valued  at  S14,637,  and  in  1914,  of  763,597  pounds  valued  at  821,335. 

Exports  of  sulphate  of  ammon'a  are  not  separately  recorded.
